2 Arabs Attack 
Israeli Jetliner; 
Passenger Killed 


ATHENS (AP) — Two Arab 
terrorists attacked an Israel jet­ 
liner with machine guns and 
hand grenades t o d a y as the 
plane moved to take off from 
Athens Airport. An Israeli pas­ 
senger was killed by bullets that 
poured in through the windows 
and the plane caught fire. 
Greek airport police rushed 
out on the landing strip, clubbed 
one of the terrorists on the head 
and seized the other as he tried 
to flee. 
Each of the Arabs had hurled 
a hand grenade before opening 
fire at the El Al Boeing 707 as it 
moved for take off on a flight to 
Paris and New York with 37 
passengers and IO crew mem­ 
bers. 
It was the second Arab terror­ 
ist attack against the national 
Israeli airline in six months. 
Last July 23 a group of Pales­ 
tine commandos hijacked an El 
Al Boeing out of Rome and took 
it to Algiers. No one was killed 
in that incident. The passengers 
and plane were eventually re­ 
leased. 
In Beirut, Lebanon, the same 
Palestinian Arab guerrilla or­ 
ganization that planned the July 
hijack claimed responsibility for 
today’s attack. 
“Our commandos are respon­ 
sible for the incident,” said a 
spokesman for the Liberation of 
Palestine.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 
twilight weeks of the Johnson 
presidency, Democratic admin­ 
istrators are feeding farewell 
doses of federal funds to pet 
Great Society programs. 
The objective, says one de­ 
parting Democrat, is to create 
“plenty of momentum” to pro­ 
pel the programs past possible 
budget slashes in the early 
months of Richard M. Nixon’s 
Republican administration. 
The latest example came this 
week and involved one of the 
Johnson administration’s favor­ 
ite urban programs—Model Cit­ 
ies. Officials disclosed that Seat­ 
tle, Wash., is receiving a $1® 
million bundle of federal grants 
to move its Model Cities pro­ 
gram off the drawing boards 
and into action. 
This was the first time the 
half-billion-dollar fund for sup­ 
plemental Model Cities grants 
had been tapped, but Robert C. 
Wood, acting secretary of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development, 
said “other cities with plans un­ 
der review can expect a deci­ 
sion shortly.” 
Before Nixon moves into the 
White House on Jan. 20, officials 
said; it’s possible that nearly a 
score of other cities will receive 
similar grants. These include

U.S. Base Return 


Eyed In Japan 


TOKYO (AP) — The Foreign 
Ministry said today that the pro- 
oosed reduction in U.S. bases in 
Japan will not affect the Ameri­ 
can defense commitment in the 
Far East. 
“We believe the United States 
has decided to return some of 
its bases on an assumption that 
it will not affect its military 
mission in Japan,” spokesman 
Naraichi Fujiyama said. But he 
told a news conference the U.S. 
decision “ will certainly help 
strengthen the relations of the 
two countries and soothe some 
of the opposition factions of the 
Japanese government.” 
The United States announced 
Monday it will return, relocate 
or share with Japanese defense 
forces some 50 military bases 
and installations in Japan. The 
oroposal was made in response 
to growing local demands for 
removal of U.S. bases..

New Pollution 
Threat Studied 


Heated W ater 


Ruining Stream s 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Be­ 
sides chemicals, sewage and 
trash something new is threat­ 
ening the rivers and streams of 
the United States and causing 
mounting concern among gov­ 
ernment officials. 
It is heat, simple heat in the 
form of hot air or water. The 
problem it causes is known as 
thermal pollution. 
By killing fish outright or 
leaving them gasping for oxy­ 
gen, or by killing off their food 
supply or disrupting their life 
cycles so they can’t reproduce, 
heat can ruin a stream as sure­ 
ly as any industrial poison or 
choking plant growth. 
“This is one of the few pollu­ 
tion problems that we have an 
opportunity to stop before it 
ever starts,” said Jacob I. Breg­ 
m a^ deputy assistant secretary 
of the interior, in an interview. 
“But I doubt we could do much 
about it if we wait too long.” 
The heat comes mainly from 
two sources: nationwide, ifs in­ 
dustry ; in the western states, ir- j 
rigation may be a local prob- 


Spacecraft 
Course Said 
Near-Perfect 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP) — Eager to return home 
after their historic orbit of the 
moon, the Apollo 8 explorers 
streaked faster and faster to 
ward the earth today on a per­ 
fect course that is to land them 
in the Pacific Ocean Friday 
morning. 
“We’re happy to report the 
earth is getting larger,” com 
mander Frank Borman said this 
morning. 
“ Looks like you’re going to hit 
the earth instead of Venus,” 
joked astronaut Gerald Carr, 
the ground communicator. 
At that time Apollo 8 was 
138,000 miles from earth, zip 
ping along at 3.600 miles an 
hour. 
I 
Air Force Col. Borman, Navy 
Capt. James A. Lovell Jr. and 
Air Force Maj. William A. An­ 
ders reported they were well 
rested after lengthy sleep per­ 
iods. It was the best shape they 
have been in since they started 
the momentous journey last Sat­ 
urday. 
They were extremely tired 
after completing IO orbits of the 
moon Wednesday, and were told 
to get as much rest as possible 
for Friday's critical re-entry 
through the earth’s atmosphere. 
The spacemen were in good 
spirits as they chatted with Carr 
this morning, receiving the d&j 
ly news report from the “inters­ 
tellar Times,” and hearing the 
latest about their families. 
Asked about the weather, An­ 
ders said: “It looks tike ifs* 
snowing out right now'.” He was 
dumping waste water, which 
freezes as it hits icy cold space. 
Lovell reported that his star- 
tracking navigation checks were 
matching ground computation?- 
extremely well. 
“Do you want to turn off your 
radios and come in without us?” 
queried the ground. 
Apollo 8 was oil such an aecu 
rate course that a second mid 
course 
correction 
maneuver 
planned today was cancelled. 
Controllers said the craft would 
make a slight adjustment just 
two hours before re-entry. 
The astronauts are to slam 
into the heaviest part of the at­ 
mosphere Friday at 24,700 miles 
an hour. 
lf the craft comes in at too 
steep an angle it could break 
apart 
from 
the 
tremendous 
forces exerted on it. If the angle 
is too shallow, it could skip off 
the atmosphere, flinging the as­ 
tronauts deep into space to a 
point where they would not have 
enough oxygen to survive anoth­ 
er return trip. 
The ship must hit a two-de 
gree re-entry corridor—a 26 
inile-diameter slot at an altitude 
of 400,000 feet. 
To maintain a relatively coil 
stant buildup of gravity forces

National epidemics in the United 
States, fortunately, have been rare in 
r e c e n t 
decades. 
The 
medical 
profession, in cooperation with the 
nation’s pharmaceutical houses, has 
done a good job in preventing outbreaks 
of serious communicable diseases. 
But the current outbreak of Hong 
Kong flu is proof that the threat of 
an epidemic is not altogether past. It 
is also evidence that the nation is not 
well enough equipped to mount a 
defense against a virus which it has 
not battled previously. New strains of 
flu viruses appear every few years. 
Such viruses must be discovered 
early, analyzed and a cheap, effective 
vaccine developed in massive quan­ 
tities to cope with them. This was where 


medicine failed in the current bout with 
the Hong Kong variety. 
The 
virus 
was 
discovered 
early 
enough, but it has been an expensivt 
and slow process to develop an antidote. 
Even now it is available in small 
quantities and is only moderately ef­ 
fective. 
To 
successfully 
forestall 
future 
epidemics, 
particularly 
of 
the 
flu 
variety, a new approach seems to be 
called for. The cost in lives of the Hong 
Kong flu has passed 1,000 in the United 
States, with the peak yet to come. 
The loss in economic term s is in­ 
calculable. While this lesson is fresh 
in mind is the time to put together 
the necessary machinery to prevent 
serious epidemics in the future. 


Inflation Question 


Has inflation in the United States 
reached such proportions that only 
drastic measures can contain it? This 
question is being asked more frequently 
since the latest round of interest rate 
increases went into effect. 
If raising interest rates to record 
levels, as the latest increases have 
done, does not dampen the inflationary 
climate, the answer to that question 
must be yes. 
As with all unchecked inflations, even 
those referred to as “moderate” by 


some schools of economic thought, 
there' is 
danger 
of an 
inflation 
psychology setting in. 
Basically, 
this psychological trap 
says that no m atter how expensive 
things are today they will be higher 
tomorrow, 
so 
the 
prudent 
person 
continues a high rate of spending. 
What this boils down to is lack of 
confidence in the government to take 
the basic steps necessary to stop the 
main contributor to inflation — deficit 
spending. 


Moral For Everyone 


There s a moral for both students 
and adults in the action taken by a 
group of students at California Institute 
of Technology. 
The students attended a meeting of 
ethers from 20 colleges and universities 
fast summer. The theme of the meeting 
was 
dissatisfaction 
with 
academic 
restrictions that limit under-graduates 
largely to textbooks instead of letting 
them work on research about ac­ 
tualities of life. 
The Caltech students decided to 
Undertake a research project on smog. 
School officials became interested, and 
let them use laboratory facilities. The 
federal government gave a grant to 
finance the project. 


The kids worked hard, learned much, 
and advanced knowledge about harm 
done by smog, even though they’ve met 
to come up with a cure for the man­ 
made disaster. 
For students, the moral could be — 
if you want to remake the world, start 
doing something, don’t just protest 
aimlessly with four-letter words. 
For adults, the moral is obvious. 
Make education relevant. Much of 
higher education is in the hands of 
the tired, the lazy and the inept. Such 
professors and instructors drone out 
lectures from ancient notes, and are 
actually frightened by students who 
show an active interest in the given 
subject.

Independent Phone Companies Thriving 


By EDWARD WORDEN 
Associated Press Writer 
COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — 
There are 3,346 Ohio homes with 
the classic hand - crank tele­ 
phones, symbolic in one sense of 
the prosperity of the Ohio In­ 
dependent Telephone Associa­ 
tion (OITA). 
It is in rural areas that the 
OITA's 64 member phone com­ 
panies continue to thrive—to the 
tune of $142 million in 1968. 
Rural Ohio belongs to OITA 
members and provides 1.2 mil­ 
lion subscribers for one of the 
fastest growing industries in the 
state. 
The Ohio Bell Telephone Co., 
while covering about 30 per cent 
of the state, can boast more 
than 4 million customers in the 


densely populated areas granted 
to Bell by the Public Utilities 
Commission. The rest “belongs” 
to independent companies. 
Bell, part of the giant Amer­ 
ican 
Telephone 
Sc Telegraph 
Corp., is at once a partner and 
a competitor of the independent 
companies. The respective ter­ 
ritories now set. one group can 
expand only where the other 
can not. But the competition 
exists since Bell and the OITA 
both want the consumers’ dol­ 
lars, increasing in the country­ 
side and cities with unpredict­ 
able proportion. 
While the Bell system is by 
far the largest in the state, the 
Cincinnati 
and 
suburban sup- 
tem 
is 
second 
with 
654.000 
phones and General Telephone 


Co., a giant among indepen­ 
dents. 
serves 
o v e r 
500.000 
phones in Ohio. 
General Telephone has about 
508,000 customer phones in Ohio. 
This includes the 165,000 custo­ 
mers of Northern Ohio Phone 
Co., acquired in a recent mer­ 
ger. 
The 
independent 
companies 
employ more than 8,250 persons 
this year, about 500 more than 
last year, and serve about 22 
per cent of Ohio telephone sub­ 
scribers. 
Geographically, the indepen-1 
dents are spread over more I 
than 70 per cent of Ohio. 
Daniel W. 
DeHayes, exeeu-! 
live vice president of OITA, esti­ 
mated the independents have a 


growth factor of six per cent. 
DeHayes sees no boom 
in 
business 
and 
industrial 
sub­ 
scribers for OTTA. Rather the 
number of dwelling units will 
rise dramatically, he said, as 
they did this past year when 
revenues shot up $12 million. 
Mergers among independents 
are frequent and show no signs 
of letting up. The GITA com­ 
prised more than 164 compan­ 
ies a decade ago; now there 
are 64. 
“We don't see any immediate 
cessation of mergers,” said De­ 
Hayes. “We don’t see any op­ 
position. There’s a tremendous 
technology 
required and 
this 
means big capital outlay.” Ohio 
mergers, he added, have taken 


place “pretty smoothly.” 
Originally the smaller firms 
were started in a vacuum left 
by Bell. The independents can 
claim invention of the dial phone
